However, the Social-Democratic administration wants peace even with 
the street car company. 

We only insist on an adequate, clean, and safe car service for the streets 
of Milwaukee. 

But we will go ar far as the law will permit (and take some chances 
at that) la force Mr. John I. Beggs and the street car company to comply 
with this demand, if the self-interest of the company should not be suffi¬ 
cient to induce the company to do so. 


We are well aware that Mr. John I. Beggs is in posression of a blanket 
franchise gotten by illegal, illicit and contemptible means from a corrupt 
city administration in the year 1500. 

But we feel sure that this franchise will not hold goo^ in the courts 
because several of its provisions are unconstitutional. 


Patriotism i* the last refuge *»f a 
scoundrel. * This v*a> said by .-in Eng¬ 
lishman who had English politics in 
mind. It is much more applicable 
to American politic*. In fact this 
sort of scmimirelism has ruled our 
politics since the war of the rebellion. 

One of the most daring and Hagraut 
examples of this sort of thing is just 
now presented in Milwaukee, where 
an aspirant for a congressional imm- 
inatimi has issued a paper for fret- 
distribution with the nervy title of 
“Old Glory.” And as such patriotism 
usually has a dollars and .cent* side 
it .is no surprise to find one-fourth ol 
the paper filled with garish advertise¬ 
ments of real estate that the candidate 
is making money out of the people 
with On another page is one of tin 
most demagogical appeals for the sol¬ 
dier vote that I have ever seen. Verily, 
congress would be an inexhaustible 
field,, indeed, for such a fellow. 


Nevertheless. before we go to war with the street car company, we are 
willing to make peace and grant Mr. Beggs the extensions asked for. if he 
will grant a few concessions to cover the entire system. 

We demand a transfer system on the Beggs lines that will enable a 
person to get from starting point to destination on one fare. 

Wc want Beggs to abolish the arbitrary and «lly rule that transfers 
must be asked for when the fare in paid. In connection with this, I want 
to mention that in some states the people have far greater privileges. For 
instance, even in the capitalist-ridden state of Pennsylvania, the supreme 
court has decided that a transfer is good until used. 

Furthermore, we will compel Beggs to remove the snow from the 
tracks next winter without piling it up on both aides of the tracks. 


Moreover. I believe that the Common Council has the 
late the headway of cars for the whole system. 


Of course, wc can not make Beggs accept the model franchise because 
he has the city by the throat through the blanket franchise of 1900. 

However, every new company should be made to accept the new con¬ 
ditions. That the city has been robbed once is no reason why it should be 
robbed on every new occasion. 

The Milwaukee Northern has accepted a franchise infinitely more fav¬ 
orable to the city than any franchise ever given. And it is furnishing eight 
tickets for a quarter besides. And as yet no one bat ever claimed that the 
Milwaukee Northern is gping into bankruptcy.
